He 
pointed out how after thie conquest of Ques 
bac that by the treaty of aris in 1763, ovr- 
tain religious rights and privileges had 
been guaranteed to the French vu, Britain, 
These they had been alloweu vo enjoy 
without molestation or interference of any 
kind = Fhe Trench had grown and wulti 
pled under the protection of the British 
flag; but now whea they were getting na- 
merically strong, they wanted io assume 
the role of dictators to (he English people 
of Canada and thrust a foreign language 
upon them, and pase legislative enact- 
ments in reference to land matters, which 

ssi become law or not according to the 
decision of his holiness the Pope, I ask, 
‘said Mr, McCarty, should this be toler- 
tated in a British province, when the very 
property which this Jesuit Bill dealt with 
had reverted to the crauwn of Britain and 
had remained s0 for more than 100 years ? 
Jn the year 1800 this society had been ex- 
pelled from Rome itself by the Pope, and 
now only in 1888 they succeeded in get- 
ting a bill passed through the legislature 
of Quebee and allowed by the Dominion 
Government, giving them these estates to 
which they had no title in law or equity, 
to be disposed of asa foreiga potentate 
may decide, inthe interests of a society 
which would sap the very foandations of 
the superstructure of our Canadian 
Governwent, and how was this brought 
about ?

If any 
conplaint is made by the protestants the 
answer is it cannot be changed except by 
the school board, © That bourd eons iste of 
10 bishops, 10 Catholic laymen and 10 
Protestants, So it is mot likely to be 
aaended in the interests of the Protestant 
minority, 

Mr. MeCarthy referred to the French 
language being forced into the common 
schoo s of Eastern Ontario, He said Mr. 
Mowat must enforce the law against this 
intrusion or the people of Ontario would 
uive him leave to resign, He said that 
he would dare to repeat in Calgary what 
he said elsewhere, that these questions 
inight be settled now easily by the bal- 
jot, but it not so done our children would 
have to doit by the bayonet. He explain 
ed how the conservatives and liberals 
came to vote for the Jesuit Bill, but we 
have not space for his statement. Mr, 
McCarthy referred in very eulogistic 
terms to the friendly treatment be had 
received in Calgary and his astonishment 
to see such a splendid town and 80 much 
live business as he had found here. Be- 
fore closing he promised to move in 
Parliament for expunging the French 
language trom the North-West statute 
book. During his speech Mr. MeCarthy 
was repeatedly cheered,

The frat business of the evening being 
reading of original communicateons. 

A letter was read from C, Spurrow, 
secretary of the Agricultural Society, usk- 
ing for improvements to be made on Osler 
Street such as will make it passable for 
those attending the exhibition on the 9th 
and 10th of October. This letter wae re- 
ferred to the Public Works Committee. 


A long report was read from Chief Dil- 
labaugh, in compliance with instructions 
from the !ast meeting of the Council, on 
the stat: of the streets and lanes and 
where prreons have encroached on the 
highways with buildings, fences or other 
obstructions. This report, which was 
very exhaustive, was reterred to the com- 
mittee on Police and Relief. The report 
peiated toa great many infringements on 
pab‘ic property. 

A letter was read from J. D. Ronald, 
written to chairman Grant, in reply to 
ene written to Mr. Ronald asking for a 
Getailed statement of his claim. A state- 
ment accompanied the letter. After 
seme discussion the letter and account 
were referred to the Fire, Water eid Light 
to revort at next meeting of the Council. 

A ietter addressed to chairwan Grant 
from P. A. Prince in reference to his pro- 
pesal to putin an electric light aystem, 
was read. It was considered by the Coun- 
cil that the proposals of Mr. Prince re 
electric light were not sufficiently explicit 
and the matter was allowed to stand over 
till more definite information is fuinishod 
by Mr Priace as to what system he would 
putin, where he would be willing to 
place lights ani the length of time he 
would fuinish light forin euch twenty 


four hours, 

A letter from General Superintendent 
White ofthe C.P.R. toE. P. Davis, 
town clork, was rend, in reference to 
having the town execute a lease of the 
cattle yards to the ©, P.R, but as Mr. 
Whyte had already intimated that the cat- 
tle yards would hhk+ly be meved further 
east before long, it ws decided to take 
noaction on the letter ut present, and it 
was ordered to be filed. This closed the 
reading of letters, and a number of new 
accounts were next read and referred to 
their respective committers. 

The report of W. fF. Orr, chairman of 
Public Works, Property and Railways was 
next read as follows :

wasthen moved by Orr and rial 
that the whole report be adopted, empow- 
ering the committee toexpend the appro 
priation for market house in sucha way 
as is provided in the ba laws, Thin was 
carried by the mover and seconder, and 
Councillors Bannerman and Murdoci vot= 
ing for the resolution, Very much speak- 
ing was indulged in on the market quente 
which we have not space tor 

Mr. Fitzgerald, chairman of the com- 
mittee on by-laws etc., breught in a long 
peport, principally dealing with the 
question of licenses, The report was to 
the effect that most of those keeping 
public places of entertainment were wil- 
ling to pay license, But some of the 
saloon keepers objected on various 
grounds, some going so far as to say that 
the town could not collect the license. 
‘The committer reported that they had 
taken legal advice, and felt confident 
that the license bylaw could be enforved 
they recommended that the law should 
be enforced or recinded as it was not 
fair to those who were willing to comply 
with the law, that others should esca pe. 
It'was resolved by the council that the 
by-law should be enforced and all treated 
alike in the matter of license. 

When the by-law matter was decided, 
the question ot further expenditure for 
public improvements was taken up, and 
the report of chairman Orr on Publie 
Works was discussed in an eomewhat 
irregular manner. At this point bis 
worship read a statement which he had 
prepared of the conditions of the fin. 
ances of ihe town, showing that when 
ali the salaries and other. expenditures 
which we are o>liged to provide ior, are 
made, there would be u deficit of about 
$2,000 without building any new side- 
walks. ‘This was he said in consequence 
of debt left over by former councils, for 
the present one to pay. Councillor 
Fitzgerald who bad suggested when the 
market expenditure was being discussed, 
that we should not stint vurselves in 
what 18 necessary even if we should leave 
a snail debt fur our successors, got very 
saving and thought we could manage to 
walkon the prairie.
